These are the "aliens" and "adventur- 
ers" who have staked their lives and 
property with hundreds of other equally 
alien and adventurous to establish a 
form of government for Hawaii that 
will protect tho interests of those who 
have made that nation what is today, 
and to forever do away with a licen- 
tious and heathenish monarchy, whose 
last representative, Liliuokalani, has on 
more than one occasion shown her an- 
tagonism to Americans and their inter- 
ests. 


The provisional government has been 


recognized as a do facto government by 
til the powers having commercial in- 
terests in Hawaii, and for Mr. Cleveland 
to want to overthrow that government 
and reestablish the monarchy at the

strange, indeed ; and for no other reason 
than that government was brought into 
existence through tlio aid of American 
representatives.

Thus we see that in 


thceoureeof evolution wo are rapidly 
tendinp into the family or social relation 
tn our business; in short, wo today in 
this country have become so thoroughly 
dependent "on each other that like a 
connection in machinery, when it stops 
or pivcs way the whole thing stops. 


We have probably said enough to fully 


index our theory of a inonov system. It 
should be one tfuit is capable of serving 
the whole people impartially, and it 
should be ample in its provisions for the 
use of all classes, and should be divested 
of all qualities that would enable any 
one class to use or manipulate it to the 
detriment of another. In brief, it must 
be « system that belongs to nil the peo- 
ple instead of being a. product of any 
material that is tho property of one man 
or class, or a privilege ol private interest 
to make and supply tho balance with it. 
It must In; so regulated that not only 
private individuals shall not hrnke or 
issue it, but it must be divested of all 
dependence on private interest in dis- 
pensing it. 


With this purpose established as tho 


line of action, then all contention as to 
what money should be made of would 
eeaee. beyond that merely as to what 
would be tho most convenient and 
easiest to protect against counterfeiting. 
It would set our commerce free from the 
bondage ot u metal system of redemp- 
tion, and make these qualities rest in 
the properties of the people, where they 
now seek to rest, ami where all con- 
sideration is virtually given in business, 
anti is only inU!mipU'-i when tonio t>yn- 
dieate niieee a scare—not because tho 
ability to pay is weak with the people, 
but is merely put in jeopardy by our 
foolish promise to pay in specie, which 
it is never able to do in any civil govern- 
ment. That wo may see how utterly 
ridiculous it is to make specie redemp- 
tion for money outstanding, let us nak 
what we would do if we had no gold or 
silver. According U> the oporto theory 
we could not have any commerce or any 
established order of business, or pursue 
any of the habits of civilization, even if 
we had double the present amount of 
resources of life. Docs any one believe 
this'/ 


We therefore conclude that when a 


theory of money is presented that will 
meet the demands of civilization in this 
age, and protect the people from undue 
abuse and enable them to trust simply 
iu their industry and nature's bounty, 
aiiii relieve them of the fcsr cf the 
storm of adversity to destroy them in 
the interest of usury, it will contain 
those provisions that recugnize their in- 
dustrial wealth and not suspend them 
on the uncertainty of the products of 
the mine. That tbis can bu done with- 
out a fluctuating valiu> in money, nntl in 
fact a firmly established value of cur- 
rency, we shall set forth' dfinrly in the 
chapters following.
